On  March  5th,  it  was  announced 
that  Dr.  E.  A.  Robinson  has  been 
appointed  Dean  of  Erindale  College. 

Dr.  Robinson  has  been  Associate 
Dean  since  1966  and  then  Acting-Dean 
since  Dean  Colman  was  moved  to 
Scarborough  College  last  year. 

In  addition  to  these  administra- 
tive responsibilities  Dean  Robinson 
will  continue  to  be  Professor  of 
Chemistry  teaching  undergraduate 
courses  at  Erindale  and  conducting 
graduate  studies  at  the  University's 
ISt.  George  campus. 

Dr.  Robinson,  born  in  London, 
England,  and  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  London  where  he  obtained  his 
B.Sc.  and  Ph.D.  degrees,  was  a  post- 
doctoral fellow  at  McMaster  Univer- 
sity, then  joined  the  University  of 
Toronto  as  Assisant  Professor  of 
Chemistry  in  1961. 

The  new  Dean  is  a  fellow  of  the 
Chemistry  Society  of  London  and  the 
Chemical  Institute  of  Canada,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Faraday  Society,  the  Can- 
adian Film  Institute,  and  the  Ruskin 
Literary  and  Debating  Society  of 
which  he  is  now  president. 

He  has  lectured  extensively  in 
England  and  Scotland,  Canada  and  the 
United  States;  he  has  addressed" 
university  science  assemblies  in 
Moscow,  Leningrad  and  Kiev  at  the  in- 
vitation of  the  U.S.S.R.  Academy  of 
Science.

With  various  tests 
and  temperature  measurements,  Mr  Graydon  discovered  the  problem 
and  accordingly  the  necessary  adjustments  to  the  coffee  and 
the  process  will  be  udertaken.

Wardle  told  me  that  on  some  days  as  many  as  200-  cups  of  coffee 
are  sold  between  noon  and  1:00  P.M. 

And  donTt  forget  that  the  Erindale  cafeteria  is  one 
of  the  few  places  left  where  you  only  have  to  pay  a  dime  for  a 
cup  of  now  improved  coffee .

VIET  NAM,  CUBA  AND  THE  NEW  LEFT 

A  week  ago  yesterday,  there  was  a  confrontation  between  two  members 
of  the  College  faculty  and  two  faculty  from  the  State  University  of  New 
York  at  Buffalo.  Tom  Adamowski  and  Bill  Berman  discussed  Viet  Nam,  Cuba 
and  the  New  Left  with  John  Marciano  and  Bill  Yates,  members  of  SDS  (Stu- 
dents for  a  Democratic  Society)  and  co-directors  of  the  Center  for  the 
Study  of  Racism. 

Bill  Berman  spoke  first  in  a  forceful  lecture  on  MacCarthyism,  Cuba 
and  Viet  Nam,   He  said  that  the  most  militant  students  are  the  ones  with 
the  highest  marks  and  the  strongest  moral  conscience.   "The  teach-in  move- 
ment marks  the  real  beginning  of  the  Viet  Name  protest",  he  stated.  Un- 
fortunately what  could  have  sparked  a  strong  reaction  from  the  audience 
was  only  an  enlightening  lecture. 

John  Marciano  spoke  second  and  told  only  of  the  origins  of  the  SDS 
movement  along  with  some  of  its  history.  But  his  partner  Bill  Yates,  a 
self  proclaimed  Marxist,  came  on  strong  in  his  language  and  his  presenta- 
tion of  his  views.  He  expoused  a  Socialist  revolution  in  the  U.S.  but 
offered  no  concrete  claim  to  a  better  type  of  system  once  his  revolution 
took  place.   "Up  against  the  wall  you  mother-fuckers,  this  is  a  stick-up", 
said  Yates.  This  seems  to  typify  the  half  solution  of  his  revolution. 

Finally  Tom  Adamdowski  of  the  English  department  delivered  an  eloque- 
nt but  biting  speech  making  a  great  number  of  references  to  important 
authors.   Unfortunately  this  writer  was  not  familiar  with  any  of  the  names. 
Again  little  was  affered  in  the  way  of  a  personal  concrete  stand  on  Viet 
Nam  or  Cuba  or  the  New  Left. 

After  the  formal  speeches,  the  audience  was  brought  into  the  confront- 
ation by  posing  questions  to  the  panellists.  There  is  little  space  here 
for  an  account  of  all  of  the  questions  but  one  particularly  comes  to  mind. 
When  Bill  Yates  was  asked  about  his  view  on  Viet  Nam  he  stated  that  in 
1963-64  the  SDS  was  against  all  war.  But  he  now  sees  the  war  as  a  means 
to  start  his  own  revolution.   "We  want  the  Cong  to  win",  he  stated. 

THE  CO-OPERATIVE 

Ideal?  Five  people  paying  $14.50  a  week  for  a  6  room  house  (1  bath- 
room). Rules?  Only  one:   don't  hurt  thyself  or  others  in  the  co-op. 
Authority?  No  authority  above,  just  authority  within  from  the  students. 

University  of  Toronto  owns  the  co-op  at  3327  Mississauga  Road  and 
Peel  Halton  Trust  Company  handles  it  for  them.  Back  in  November  196S, 
the_ house  was  reserved  for  faculty,  but  students  were  more  needy  of  it. 
So  in  November,  two  dashing  cavaliers,  Professor  Powell  and  Dr.  Plowright 
generously  paid  the  first  3  months  rent  in  their  bid  to  institute  a  mean- 
ingful living  community  for  Erindale  students  (Mrs.  Vanderburg  and  Andre 
Bennett  assisted  the  Professors).  In  December,  196£,  two  students  moved 
in.  Now,  the  "five  family"  members  (the  two  professors  do  not  live  there) 
enjoy  together  meals  (suppers  of  fish  or  meat  usually;  self -cooked  break- 
fasts and  lunches),  interesting  after-dinner  discussions,  chess  games  and 
a  serene  atmosphere  conducive  to  study. 

What  bothers  these  students  about  the  co-op?  Privacy?  All  have  diff- 
erent timetables,  so  all  are  usually  home  at  different  times  of  the  day. 
At  night,  privacy  can  be  found  at  Colman  House.   A  big  problem  is  laundry. 
That  problem  will  vanish  when  the  washing  machine  is  fixed.  Their  great- 
est problem  i:s  the  undeserved  censure  by  some  faculty  of  students,  most  of 
whom  have  never  been  in  the  co-op. 

Anything  else  happening?  Of  course!   About  once  every  2  weeks, 
convivial  gatherings,  with  people  mingling  like  octopi  at  a  minnow  party, 
take  place.  The  Co-op,  furthermore,  has  seen  movies  made  there.  The  for- 
mer according  to  Larry  Mastromatteo  will  premier  at  Erindale  soon.  The 
latter,  a  day  in  the  life  of  Professor  Powell,  was  a  15  minute  documentary, 
some  of  which  was  filmed  at  the  co-op.   So  far,  approximately  55%   of 
Erindale »s  students  have  been  at  the  co-op.  The  Principal,  nurse, wOa&n 
Robinson  and  other  faculty  members  have  been  dinner  guests.  Visitors  for 
750,  with  the  permission  of  "co-op"  members,  can  "dine"  there. 

^ All  the  students  like  their  independence;  no  more  "mommy"  and  "daddy 
telling  them  to  wash  the  rings  away  from  the  bathtub  or  the  "potatoes"  out 
of  their  ears.  They  like  the  responsibility  of  handling  their  own 
finances;  of  forming  relationships  with  people.  To  them,  the  "Co-op" 
increases  their  self-respect  and  their  nods  of  agreement  confirm  it  really 
is  "home".
